Dear  Friend  MacHarg:   Your  letter  of  appreciation  and  also   the  card  of   an- 
preciation  concerning  the   "Landing  of   the  Lincolns"    reoeived,    arid  I   wish 
to    thank  you  for  these  kind   appreciations.    At.   plensed  to   state   that    I   have 
received  several  such  appreciations   and  have  a  few  friends  here  who  also 
speak  well  of  my   efforts --and   these,   of  course,    spur  me   to    increase   the 
knowledge  of  Hoosier  Lincolnia. 

The  Howell#Lincoln  cabin,    the   first   tenant   cabin,  was   located 
about   three  hundred  yards   west  and  about   twenty  yards   north  of   the   present 
Pigeon  church.      The  spring  is   there  yet,  walled  with  brick  of  the   Barker 
burning.   My  wife's   father  was    born  in  that   cab;n.      It  was   on  the   knoll 
northwest  of  the  spring  and  about  twenty  yands   from   it.      I   think  this  was 
the  spring  that  is  mentioned  in  documentary  in  the   statement   "we  had  to 
carry  water  about  a  mile" --or  words   to   that  effect. 

The  second   tenant   cabin  was   about  half-way  between  the  Howell -

My  dear  Mr.  Baker  : 

As  a  possible  help  to  you  in  the  very 
valuable  work  you  are  doing  in  the  study  of  the  early  homes 
of  the  Lincolns  in  Clay  and  Carter  townships,  and  as  a  tentative 
guide  for  tourists  who  may  wish  to  visit  the  sites  in  question, 
I  will  give  you  a  little  of  my  speedometer  log  in  trying  to 
locate  the  places  of  interest  authoritatively. 

Drive  due  west  from  the  main  entrance  of  the  Nancy  Hanks  Park 
1.9  miles  to  through  highway,  turn  south  .5  mile*  to  corner 
where  Elijah  Grigsby  lives.  From  here  due  east  .9,  then  turn 
south  .1  to  railroad, (Grigsby  Station),  on  south. 8  to  crossing 
of  Rockport  Branch  of  railroad.  Continue  south  £5  and  theMold 
swimming  hole"  may  be  found  by  going  through  the  fields  about 
.4  over  tracks  to  the  Big  Buckthorn. (  Photographs,  Tarbell,  vol. 
l,p.42.  -  4  vol.  edition).  Continue  south  ,.4  to  corner  and 
drive  east  .3,  Ross  Place,  well  in  Catalpa  Grove,  then  on 
east  one  mile  to  corner,  northeast  of  which  is  site  of  Josiah 
Crawford  place  with  old  pear  trees.  Due  south  .2   is  home  of 
Mrs.  ...<.....  Crawford,  who  has  some  Lincoln  treasures,  which 
she  values  highly.  Due  south^rrom  the  Little  Pigeon  Church 
corner  is  site  of  the  half- faced  camp,  just  west  of  the  high- 
way; on  .2,  to  site  of  Crawford  School,  also,  just  west  of  the 
road.  Mr.  Grigsby  thinks  the  remains  of  this  first  camp  and 
the  school  were  in  evidence  until  about  1876  when  the  woods 
burned  and  destroyed  all  that  was  left  of  them.   He  described 
the  Lincoln  house,. 3  east  and  a  little  north  of  the  Church  as 
built  of  ten  or  twelve  inch  sapling,  and  about  14  x  16  ft. 
square.  It  had  no  windows  and  a  low  opening  served  as  a  door. 
A  mud  chimney  with  TDoles  and  sticks  was  on  the  west  end.  Mr. 
Grigsby  often  visited  the  well-known  Lincoln  cabin,  the  site 
of  which  now  has  a  stone  marker  and  remembers  that  it  was 
not  burned  as  sometimes  stated  but  was  taken  down.   I  wonder 
what  became  of  it. 

^Tiile  the  directions  above  are  fairly  accurate,  I  hope,  I 
do  not  vouch  for  any  of  the  statements.  They  need  further 
investigation  and  corroboration.  The  old  sites  should  be 
marked  and  I  believe  careful  examination  might  lead  to  pos- 
itive identification.  Mr.  Brown  of  Dale  and  Mr.  Grigsby  of 
Gehiryville  are  more  than  generous  in  giving:  their  time

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Fresno,   Calif.,  July  12,  1934. 
Editor  of  The  Monitor: 

My  dear  Mr.  Baker:  It  hardly  be- 
hooves me  to  know  just  what  to  write 
after  such  an  extended  visit  away 
back  to  dear  old  Southern  Indiana, 
among  so  many  dear,  kind  souls,  and 
having  the  exquisite  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing  so  many  new  found  friends.

My  wife's 
uncle,   Rev.    Enos   Kerr,   used   to,   live  on  the   corner   south   from  where   your 
description  feeaves  off.      The  Tarbell    edition  you  mention   is   no^t  availa   1^ 
to  me   just  at  present,    but   I  will   be   interested   in  trying  to   find  the 
olace  at   first  opportunity.    In  the  meantime,    the  old  drill  ground    ( Bevr r- 
idge,    page   79)    is   of  like   importance.      One  party   thinks    it  might   be   be- 
tween Lincoln  City   and  Dale::::    if  so,    it  was   not   far  from  the  Lincol 
home,   not   over  li  or  2  miles.      If  it  was   this   close,   Abe  was   present   on 
most  drill   days   after  he  was   12  years   of   age. 

Have  had  an  interview  with   the  lady  who   says  her  grandfather 
taught  Lincoln,   and  one  /  of  the  first  subjects   she  mentioned  was   arith- 
metic ;    but   I  want  more   prrof   if  it   is   obtainable   before   I   give  publication 
I   want    to    find  this   grandf  a  timer's   ctiViiry   and  some  other   items    first. 
According  to   this   lady,   her  great-grandf  ther  was   a  Revolutionary  War  vet- 
eran and   I   get   from  documentary   that  he  was   a   pensioner  as   late  as    1842 
and    in  Spencer  county.      Her  grandfather  started  his   education  in  England, 
and  married  a  fy  Lucy  Woods,   xister  of  William  Woods   and   of  Elizabeth 
Woods    Jones,    somewhere  in  Kentucky.      Elizabeth  and   John   Jones  were  married 
in  Daviess   county,    Ky. ,   August  10,   1814 — Taylor's   Hist,   of  Ohio   Co.,    Ky. 
There  was   a   fued   between  the   Joneses   and    the  Woods    and   it  may  have   rJ    --•'  vl 
in  Kentucky;    but   the   Jones,  Woods  and      B^/  Blairs  all  came   to   Indiana   and 
settled  in  the  same  Lincoln  Neighborhood.      There  were  other  fueds   in  the 
Lincoln  neighborhood  and   they  cast  their  influence  upon  history  of   this 
section  and   is  one  feature  of  why  some   facts    in  Lincoln  history  are  hard 
to   get   and  get   straights. 

I  have  never  interviewed  Elijah   Grigs  by  as  he   is   one  of  the 
Democrat  members   of  the   family  and  most   others  are  Republican;    but    I   have 
interviewed  his  Mother,  Mrs.    Emily    Grigsby  a   time  ortwo .      And  now  you  will 
know   that  I  have  worked  on  the  Republican  side  of  the  political   question 
in  my   research   efforts   and   it   is,   at   times,   very  hard    to   convince   that   the 
Republican   side  has   some  truth  as   well  as   some  of  the  earlier  Democratic 
side--though  where   there   is   conflict  it   is   very  hard   to  overthrown  the 
previous   Democrat  version    .      Take   the  Lincoln   farm   for  instance:      the  co    - 
monly  accepted  version  is   that   Thomas  Lincoln  had   a  very  hard   task  to 
properly   prove  up  on  his   eighty  acres,   and   the  other,    "twenty"   and   the 
"short    eighty"  were  never  mentioned   in   school   books.      Perhaps   Tom  was   not 
so   shiftless   in  Indiana  after  all.      The  same   spirit   sticks  out   yet   today 
and   I   have  mentioned   some  of   it   to   you.      As   I   told  Van  Natter     a   few  days 
ago,    there   is   the   political,    economic,    social   and   religious   features   to 
contend  with.    V.N.   never  thought  of   the  religious.    There  were  several 
religious   sect3   in  the  neighborhood-- Baptist ,    Campbellite,   Free  Will    Bap- 
tist, M.    E.,   Free  Will  M.E.?     U.B.  ,    and   by   tradition,   Spiritualist  and 
Seventh   Day  Adventist.   Undoubtedly  they  were  all   there  and   Perhaps  more, 
erhaps  more  and   different   feature  later.

THE  banks  o£  the  nation  provide  the

drnfts,  aggregat- 
ing hundreds  of 
millions  of  dol- 
lars. 

The  banks  are 
largely  financing 
the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment in  its  Re- 
coverey  Progra:

Likewise  the 
banks  are  largely 
financing  the  cur- 
rent credit  needs  of  states,  counties, 
cities,  public  schools  and  other  polit- 
ical sub-divisions,  all  of  which  have  in- 
timately to  do  with  the  daily  affairs  C 
all  of  the  people. 

Each  day  banks  throughout  the  coun- 
try are  making  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  new  loans  and  they  are  renewing 
and  extending  old  loans  for  the  accom- 
modation of  n  <*ast  number  of  borrow- 
ers, these  borrowers  being  individuals, 
corporations  and  partnerships  and 
thoir  loans  being  incident  to  agricul- 
ture, industry  and  trade  in  every  com- 
munity in  the  land. 

The  banks,  through  their  trust  de- 
partments, are  continuing  the  work 
which  they  have  faithfully  carried  on 
throughout  the  depression  and  are  pro- 
tecting trust  funds  placed  in  their  care 
against  the  worst  shrinkage  of  values 
ever  known.  Included  in  this  activity  is 
the  service  the  banks  are  performing 
In  connection  with  administering  thu 
affairs  of  widows  and  orphans. 

The  bnnks,  through  the  medium  of 
their  savings  and  thrift  deposit  depart- 
ments, are  furnishing  safety  for  the 
accumulations  of  many  millions  of 
people  and  on  this  class  of  deposits 
reasonable  interest  is  paid. 

Banks  are  providing  a  service  for  the 
safe-deposit  and  safe-keeping  of  the 
possessions,  papers  and  securities  of  a 
very  large  number  of  people. 

The  officers  of  banks  are  unstintedly 
and  unselfishly  grvlntj  advice  and  coun- 
sel to  the  people  of  their  communities, 
thereby  to  a  considerable  extent  guid- 
ing their  daily  financial  and  fiscal  af- 
fairs during  this  most  difficult  period 
of  disturbance. 

The  Banking  Structure  Strengthened 
Tfie  banking  structure  as  it  is  today 
has  been  greatly  strengthened  and  the 
process  of  strengthening  still  goes  on. 
Banking  is  not  a  closed  science.  The 
banking  system  --7hich  we  have  had 
was  not  good  enough,  and  I  earnestly 
believe  that  an  able  and  non-partisan 
commission  should  be  set  up  to  make 
a  study  of  our  numerous  banking  laws 
to  the  end  that  a  properly  correlated 
banking  system  might  be  worked  out 
and  submitted  for  consideration  to  the 
next  Congress. 

Agood  system  would  include  rigid 
requirements  as  to  management,  in- 
telligent and  impartial  supervision  and, 
in  due  time,  unification  of  supervision. 
Such  a  system,  composed  of  banks 
adequately  capitalized,  capably  man- 
aged and  conscientiously  supervised, 
would  eliminate  any  possibility  of  a 
recurrence  of  what  has  happened  in 
the  past  four  years. 

The  temporary  Federal  deposit  in- 
surance plan  under  which  deposits  in 
banks  up  to  52,500  for  each  account 
are  insured  has  been  In  effect  for  six 
months  and  has  proven  a  potent  factor 
In  restoring  confidence.  Only  two  small 
banks  out  of  over  fourteen  thousand 
holding  membership  in  the  fund  have 
failed  during  this  six  months'  period. 
The  temporary  plau  has  been  extended 
very  wisely  for  a  year,  and  the  amount 
of  the  insured  deposit  has  been  in- 
creased to  $5,000,  thus  insuring  in  full 
over  98%  In  number  of  the  depositors 
In  the  country's  banks. 

Hoarded  money  is  returning  to  the 
banks  and  deposits  are  showing  a  vast 
Increase.  Banks  everywhere  are  super- 
liquid,  meaning  that  they  have  an  un- 
usually heavy  proportion  of  their  de- 
posits in  cash.  There  are  two  kinds  of 
unemployment  in  this  country — unem- 
ployment of  men  and  unemployment  of 
dollars.  These  men  and  these  dollars 
must  be  put  to  work.  Banks  in  strong 
and  highly  liquid  condition 
pared  and  determined  to  do  their  prop- 
er part  in  putting  money  to  work. 
Requisites  for  Grants  of  Bank  Credit 
That  brings  me  to  the  all  important 
question  of  the  granting  of  credit  by 
banks.  Two  things  are  necessary  to 
Increase  bank  credit: 

1st.  The  banks  must  be  liquid  and 
confident  in  their  own  strength. 

2nd.  Business  men  must  further  lay 
their  fears  and  regain  confidence  to 
the  point  where  they  will  dare  to  think 
and  plan  ahead.

A  Return  of  Normal  Lending 

Banks  are  badly  ne  (ding  loaus  for 
revenue  purposes,  aud  now  that  confi- 
dence in  banks  has  been  largely  re- 
stored they  are  naturally  returning  to 
a  more  normal  lending  policy.  Before 
the  bank  holiday  the  confidence  of  the 
people  was  shattered,  The  thought  up- 
permost In  the  minds  of  depositors  was 
the  safety  of  their  funds.  Withdrawals 
from  banks  became  increasingly  heavy 
and  general.  Uuder  such  circumstances 
the  banker,  mindful  of  his  primary  re- 
sponsibility to  his  depositors,  was  more 
concerned  in  the  collection  of  loans 
than  in  the  making  of  new  loans.  The 
result  was  a  severe  contraction  of  cred- 
it. For  thfs  the  banker  should  not  be 
blamed,  He  simply  performed  his  mani- 
(ei'l  duty. 

Bankers  at  this  time  are  very  prop- 
erly viewing  .the  credit  needs  of  busi- 
ness with  serious  aud  sympathetic  con- 
sideration. Applicants  for  loans  are  not 
always  familiar  with  the  rules  govern- 
ing bank  credit  and  constructive  and 
inlercsted  help  on  the  part  ot  the  bank- 
er will  bring  about  the  making  of  many 
additional  loans,  without  doing  vio- 
lence to  any  principle  of  good  banking. 

Certainly  no  one  would  advocate  the 
making  of  unsound  loans  by  hanks.  The 
creation  of  a  large  volume  of  unsound 
loans  would  not  only  weaken  the  banks 
— it  would  prolong  the  depression  and 
wipe  out  some  of  the  gains  already 
made.  It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that 
no  banker  will  yield  under  the  pres- 
sure of  his  desire  for  earnings,  or  for 
any  other  reason,  and  make  loans  of 
the  wrong  sort.  John  Oltley  of  Atlanta, 
in  a  recent  address,  said— "The  plan  of 
lending  freely  and  hoping  for  the  best 
has  never  proven  wise." 

There  are  many  needs  for  credit  of 
kinds  which  are  not  within'the  province 
of  commercial  banks  to  meet.  Likewise 
there  are  many  types  of  credit,  but 
there  are  also  many  types  of  credit  fa- 
cilities available— enough,  it  would 
seem,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  all 
classes  of  worthy  borrowers. 

The  Duty  of  Every  Banker 

It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  every  bank- 
er in  the  country  to  perform  certain 
services.  The  most  important  are: 

1.  To  afford  perfect  safety  for  de- 
posits. 

2.  To  grant  credit  to  those  who  de- 
serve it. 

In  the  matter  of  credits  the  public 
must  in  fairness  remember  that  com- 
mercial banks  are  not  lending  their 
own  money,  but  the  money  of  their  de- 
positors, represented  very  largely  by 
the  earnings  and  savings  of  the  peo- 
ple. The  people  who  own  these  deposits 
have  accumulated  them  through  years 
of  labor  and  saciflce,  and  in  many 
cases  the  deposit  represents  their  ah. 
These  depositors  have  the  right  to  call 
for  their  money  at  any  time,  or  at  most 
on  short  notice.  Deposits  constitute  a 
sacred  trust. 

There  are  certain  basic  principles  in 
sound  banking  that  must  be  held  onto 
even  In  this  period  of  change,  but  the 
progressive  banker  must  be  responsive 
to  changing  conditions  and  he  must  be 
active  in  sacking  proper  opportunities 
to  meet  the  sound  needs  of  his  cus- 
tomers. 

In  a  recent  message  to  Congress,  the 
President  said— "I  am  greatly  hoping 
that  repeated  promises  that  private  in- 
vestment and  private  initiative  to  re- 
lieve the  government  In  the  Immediate 
future  of  much  of  the  burden  which 
it  has  assumed  will  be  fulull.ii.' 

"Repeated  assurance  has  i  been  given 
by  the  Administration  itiat  there  is  no 
desire  on  its  part  to  continue  govern- 
ment lending  a  moment  longer  than  is 
necessary  and  that  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible time  the  government  will  gladly 
give  way  to  he  bauks  and  other  lend- 
ing institutions.  This,  of  course,  is  as 
it  should  be  and  we  are  all  earnestly 
lookiug  forward  to  tin.  time  when  pri- 
vate initiative  and  enterprise  shall  have 
recovered  Its  vitality  suiiiicently  to 
throw  government  crutches  away. 

Numerous  bank  failures  have  cre- 
ated in  the  minds  of  many  a  grossly  ex- 
aggerated idea  as  to  the  losses  of  de- 
positors In  closed  bauks.  The  record 
indicates  that  depositors  In  banks 
which  closed  in  he  past  three  years 
will  realize  on  an  average  about  65c 
on  the  dollar.  That  would  mi  an  loss 
of  35%.  It  has  been  estimated  thai  dur- 
ing the  depression  the  average  value 
of  Investments  Id  stocks  lost  about 
90%;  bonds  similarly  declined  approxi- 
mately GQ%  and  commodities  G5%, 

Deposits  in  sound   ba/ks  continued 
i  ,  be  worth  100%  throughout  the  de- 
gression and  90%  of  the  hank  deposits 
[  the  country  were  not  affected. 
Bankers  Deserve  Confidence 

Tfee  country  can  have  full  conudence 


rhe  first  requisite  is  accomplished. 
The  second  is  in  process.  Bank  credits 
will  increase  and  money  will  go  to 
work,  as  soon  as  bueinesB  men  get  over 
their  disinclination  to  borrow  and  this 
will  be  when  they  begin  to  see  profits 
within  their  reach. 

In  past  depressions  the  real  move- 
ment of  the  expansion  in  bank  credit 
has  always  come  after  generej  business 
recovery  got  under  way  and  uot  before. 
The  number  of  good  credit  risks  Is  in- 
creasing daily.  Not  in  my  time  have 
good  borrowers  been  so  warmly  wel- 
comed at  banks  as  ihey  are  today.  Nev- 
er before  has  there  been  such  compe- 
tition for  good  loans,  nor  has  the  in- 


in  the  integrity  and  competenc  *  of  the 
bankers  of  the  country.  Out  of  the  lea- 
sons  of  the  laBt  few  years  has'  come 
experience  that  will  be  valuable  to  the 
banker  and  to  his  community.  Hi'  can 
be  counted  on  to  show  a  proper  ai  ipre- 
ciation  of  his  responsibilities  and  ob- 
ligations and  to  take  his  place  am  ong 
those  who  are  making  earnest  and  un- 
selfish effort  to  promote  recovery.  He 
Is  not  infallible,  but  with  every  power 
that  lies  within  him  I  believe  he  mi  vy 
be  depended  upon  to  fulfill  his  duty  as 
a  custodian  of  the  people's  money,  at^ 
a  dispenser  of  credit  and  as  a  God-  J 
fearing  American  Citizen  Imbued  with 
sincere  regard  for  the  common  good.  I

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR 

CITIZENSH[P 

Under  our  present  laws  the  quali 
fixations  for  citizenship  appear  t( 
be  mainly  a  residence  in  the  county 
foi  six  months  prior  to  the  election,. 
and  in  the  township  sixty  days  and 
the  precinct  thirty  days.  But  it  was 
not  always  thus. 

We  had  occasion,  recently  to  look 
up  the  qualifications  for  voters  in 
tactions  when  the  state  was  young, 
and  the  following  law,  which  was 
passer1,  in  1807,  appears  to  apply  ;n 
all  elections  up  to  1820  and  likely 
for  some  years  afterward.  It  is 
be  found  in  the  Illinois  Historical 
Collections,   Volume  XXII,  page  393. 

"That  every  free  male*  inhabitant 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  re 
sioing  in  the  Territory,  and  who  ha: 
In  en  a  citizen  of  any  state  in  th< 
Union,  or  who  hath  been  two  year; 
a  resident  in  this  Tei'ritory,  and 
holds  a  freehold  in  fifty  acres  of  land 
within  any  county  of  the  same, 
si  y  less  quantity  -  in  the  county 
which  he  shall  reside,  which,  with 
the  improvements  made  thereon  shall 
he  of  value  of  one  hundred  dollars: 
or  who  has  paid  for,  and  in  virtue  of 
a  deed  of  conveyance  for  further 
surantes  from  a  person  vested  with 
the  fee,  is  in  actual  possession  of 
fifty  acres  of  land,  subject  to  taxa' 
tion  in  the  county  in  which  he  shall 
be  a  resident,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  duly  qualified  elector 
of  representatives  for  the  counties 
in  which  they  are  respectfully  i 
dent." 

From  the  above,  it  appears  evident 
that  a  man   must  be  a  taxpayer 
at  least  one    hundred   dollars'  ■  worth 
cf  property  to  be  able  to  vote,  an 
must  also  be  a  resident  of  the  ten- 
trry  two  years;  hence,  if  we  refer  to 
the  list  of  electors   of  1819   or  1820 
we  may  have  reason  to  infer  that  the 
elector  had    been   in  the   county  two 
years.    If  this  is  true,  it  helps  to 
fine  the  date  of  arrival  of  some  of  the 
early  citizens. 

There  are  also  some  citizens  of  to- 
day who  would  like  to  see  a  tax  re- 
ceipt as  a  qualification  for  appear- 
ance in  the  voting  booth.  Whether 
the  present  liberal  laws  regardin, 
citizenship  work  to  the  advantage  of 
the  state  is  a  debatable  question  ii 
the  light  of  a  remark  heard  upon  tin 
nireet  recently  to  the  effect  that 
ere  precinct  in  the  county  had  only 
Uvo  purchasable  votes  and  another 
had  about  one  huundred  and  forty. 
Tt  is  claimed  that  most  of  the  pur- 
chasable vote  does  not  own  real  es- 
tate either  in  or  out  of  the  county.

Now    that    con- 
fidence  has   been 

stored  banks  will  naturally  resume  a 
mpre  normal  lending  policy.  This  does 
not  mean  they  will  or  should  extend 
loose  or  unBound  credit,  but  that  in  the 
utmost  good  faith  bankers  will  per- 
form their  proper  part  In  recovery  by 
a  sympathetic  and  constructive  atti- 
tude in  the  making  of  sound  loans.  Nor 
should  commercial  banks  make  capital 
or  long  time  loans,  for  the  reason  that 
their  loans  are  made  from  funds  de- 
rived from  deposits  payable  for  the 
most  part  on  demand. 

When  the  return  of  confidence  Is 
further  on  its  way,  business  men  will 
find  need  for  credit  in  making  their 
plans.  Then  good  borrowers,  who  for 
the  most  part  have  been  so  conspicu- 
ously absent  from  the  market,  will  re- 
turn. They  will  be  warmly  welcomed 
by  the  banks. 

Business  Men's  Fears 
Business  men  have  not  yet  laid  all 
their  fearB.  They  worry  about  what 
Congress  may  or  may  not  do.  They  con- 
cern themselves  about  a  trend  toward 
control  of  business  by  government. 
They  fear  taxes  beyond  their  power  to 
pay.  These  are  .real  sources  of  worry 
and  when  they  are  reassured  along 
these  lines  they  will  be  more  inclined 
to  take  a  fresh  look  at  the  future  and 
to  make  plans  to  go  forward. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  there  are  tangi- 
ble evidences  of  recovery.  The  Federal 
Reserve  Board  officially  has  stated 
that  prices,  wages,  business  activity 
and  production  were  back  to  the  high- 
est peak  since  early  In  1931.  Commer- 
cial failures  in  the  United  States  are 
being  cut  almost  In  half  as  compared 
with  the  same  period  last  year.  It  lias 
been  reported  that  the  decline  In  ex- 
port and  import  trade  was  definitely 
checked  in  the  middle  of  1933  and  re- 
placed during  the  last  half  of  the  year 
by  a  substantial  recovery  movement. 
Among  favorable  factors  is  the  Im- 
proved condition  of  the  banks.  It  is 
doubtless  true  that  the  banking  struc- 
ture of  the  country  has  never  been  in  a 
sounder,  stronger  and  more  liquid  con- 
dition than  it  is  today.  My  authority 
tor  that  statement  is  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency.  No  longer  is  there  any 
fear  or  thought  of  bank  runs.  Deposi- 
tors once  more  know  that  their  money 
is  safe,  and  the  banker,  thrice  armed -in 
the  knowledge  of  his  own  strength,  is 
looking  fprward.

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Abe's  boyhood  farm 
could  be  strip  mined 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Abraham 
Lincoln's  boyhood  farm  in  southern 
Indiana  is  among  a  total  of  1.7  million 
acres  in  national  parks  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  Alaska  that  could  be  opened 
to  strip  mining  under  rule  changes 
being  considered  by  the  Interior  De- 
partment, a  government  memo  con- 
tends. 

The  National  Park  Service  sent  the 
memo  earlier  in  the  month  urging  the 
Office  of  Surface  Mining  to  drop  a  re- 
vision that  park  officials  estimated 
could  lead  to  opening  26  parks  to  coal 
strip  mining. 

Both  agencies  are  in  the  Interior 
Department,  where  officials  contend 
that  the  rule  change  is  only  one  of 
several  options  being  considered  and 
no  decision  has  been  made  yet. 

However,  environmentalists  at- 
tacked the  proposal  last  week. 

"We  are  troubled  that  the  agency 
would  even  consider  an  option  that 
would  permit  development  in  the  na- 
tional  parks  given  the  repeated 
pledges  by  (Interior  Secretary  James) 
Watt  that  national  parks  will  be  off 
limits  to  development,"  said  Norman 
Dean,  attorney  for  the  National  Wild- 
life Federation. 

The  change  is  among  a  package  of 
proposed  revisions  the  Office  of  Sur- 
face Mining  is  considering  to  rules 
implementing  the  1977  Surface  Min- 
ing Control  Act. 


That  law  requires  strip-mined  land 
to  be  returned  to  its  original  contours. 
It  also  put  national  parks,  forests  and 
wildlife  refuges  off  limits  to  strip 
mining.  However,  Congress  granted 
an  exception  to  that  ban  for  persons 
holding  rights  to  such  mining  before 
the  1977  law  was  passed. 

The  furor  is  over  how  to  define  a 
"valid  existing  right"  as  referred  to  in 
the  law. 

The  park  service  is  urging  the  sur- 
face mining  office  to  adopt  a  defi- 
nition that  would  require  persons  to 
have  obtained  all  the  permits  nec- 
essary for  mining  at  the  time  the  law 
was  passed. 

Interior  Department  officials  said 
the  final  decision  on  the  mining  pro- 
posal will  not  be  made  until  mid-No- 
vember.

South  Fork,  Ky.  and  Tenn.;  Bryce 
Canyon  and  Capitol  Reef,  Utah; 
Chaco  Culture,  N.M.;  Cumberland 
Gap,  Ky.,  Tenn.  and  Va.;  Dinosaur, 
Colo,  and  Utah;  Fort  Necessity,  Pa.; 
Fort  Union  Trading  Post,  N.D.  and 
Mont.;  Friendship  Hills,  Pa.;  Glen  Can- 
yon, Ariz,  and  Utah;  Johnstown 
Flood,  Pa.;  Knife  River  Indian  Village, 
N.D.;  Lincoln  Boyhood,  Ind.;  New 
River  Gourge,  W.Va.;  Obed  Wild  and 
Scenic  River,  Tenn.;  and  Theodore 
Roosevelt  National  Park,  N.D.
